Rolling over roads strewn with 
dead G erm ans and wrecked equip­ 
m ent, the Russians had throw n a 
broad belt of men and m achines 
around the fortress city of Vitebsk, 
and w ere threatening the strong­ 
holds of Orsha, Mogilev and Bo­ 
bruisk to tile south.

Diet and Health 


Way s of Treating Corns and Warts 


By LOG AN CLENDENING, M. D. 


THOSE 
COMMON 
and 
fa- 
miliar disorders — corns, warts, 
etc.—afflict the high and the low, 
the rich and the poor, the y ou ng 
and the ald. There is probably not 
one hu man being who liv es his life

throu gh withou t hav ing had some 
experience with a corn, a wart, a 
birthmark or some su ch blemish 
on w hat wou ld otherwise be a per­ 
fect masterpiece of N atu re’s hand­ 
iwork. 
Most people think they u nder­ 
stand all abou t thorn, bu t if they 
do they hav e grasped the fu nda­ 
mental principles of a large sec­ 
tion of knowledge abou t disease 
processes, becau se these innocent 
and simple blemishes are patho­ 
logic stru ctu res of rather intri­ 
cate pattern. 
A corn is an example of the 
process of hy pertrophy , or ov er­ 
growth. Hy pertrophy is u su ally 
du e to ov erwork and the ov erwork 
that occu rs in the case of the corn 
is that of too mu ch pressu re. The 
skin is designed to resist pressu re, 
bu t in the spots where there is 
little su pporting soft tissu e u nder­ 
neath and ov er a bony prominence, 
and the pressu re is regu lar and 
recu rrent or continu ou s the re­ 
su lting reaction on the part of the 
skin is to bu ild u p lay er after 
lay er of its hard keratinizing ele­ 
ments. In other words I am de­ 
scribing the process that occu rs 
to make a corn on the little to*- 
where the shoe presses on it. If 
the pressu re is remov ed, N atu re 
rev erses herself and her processes 
and the corn goes away . And that 
is the best treatm ent for corns— 
get a well-fitting pair of shoes. 


Remov al of Corns 
In most cases, howev er, some 
temporary 
treatm ent 
precedes 
this fu ndamental treatment and 
is necessary becau se of the pain 
the corn cau ses. Paring the top of 
the corn off with a razor blade 
giv es temporary relief, bu t the 
ideal thing is to remov e the cen­ 
tral heav y core. Bu t that, to coin 
a phrase, is easier said than done. 
Specialists claim to be able to do 
it by dissection after the foot has 
been immersed in hot water for a 
qu arter of an hou r. Bu t a warning 
shou ld be inserted that it is bet­ 
ter for the su bject not V try to 
do this himself. 
Natu re has so 
arranged things that th* anatomi­ 
cal position a gu y gets himself 
into when he is abou t to remov e 
his own corn is ju st as awkward 
as try ing to constru ct a sentence 
liKe this to elu cidate it. 
Corn plasters are designed to 


soften the corn so that the cor® 
can be remov ed. 
The basic in­ 
gredient of practically all corn 
plasters is salicy lic acid. This 
softens and macerates skin, es­ 
pecially horny skin. 
Bu t the fu ndamental treatment, 
as was indicated abov e, is the re­ 
lief of the cau se—poorly fitting 
shoes. 
Treating Warts 


Warts consist of ov ergrowth of 
skin, bu t of a du Terent kind from 
corns. They are not hy pertrophic, 
bu t new growth*. Probably most 
of them are du e to infection of 
the skin with a v iru s. This is in­ 
dicated by the observ ation that 
they are contagiou s. This is par­ 
ticu larly tru e of plantar warts on 
the bottom of the feet. 
There are two way s of treating 
w*arts. Each has its adv antages 
and disadv antages. One way is 
aimed at destru ction of the wart 
by su rgery , cu retting. Xray , dia­ 
thermy or cau stics. The adv an­ 
tage of these methods is that they 
are su ccessfu l; the disadv antage 
is the trou ble, pain and expense. 
Xray , howev er, is not painfu l and 
is a piece of modern magic. You 
expose the w art to the Xray on 
Friday , Ju ne the 30th. On Ju ly 
22nd y ou all of a su dden notice 
it’s gone. 
That is all there is 
to it. 
The other way s of treating 
warts are painless, inexpensiv e, 
bu t most u ncertain. They range 
all the way from wearing charms 
to the u se of lime water. The most 
reliable of all is to hav e the dru g- 
gist giv e y ou a small half-ou nce 
bottle of 40 per cent formalin. 
Carry it arou nd in y ou r pocket. 
Whenev er y ou think of it moisten 
the cork and dab it on the wart. 
One day y ou will notice there is 
no w art to dab it on. That is, y ou 
will notice there is no w art if this 
remedy is su ccessfu l in y ou r case.
